ability to appreciate its pleasures, its mutuality, 
and associations. Our interests are more 
catholic, our sensibilities more acute, We 
have eliminated from our h bits and customs 
that ferocity of temperament whose excitement 
could be appeased with nothing short of blood- 
shed, and have to a large extent lost our 
familiarity with death in its more violent forms 
which hardened the sentimerts of our less law- 
abiding ancestors. 

The modern newspaper, thetelegraph, andthe 
ubiquitous war correspondent have done much 
to unnerve us nowadays with their speedy lists 
of dead and wounded friends and relatives ; 
whereas of old the news was broken to us much 


place in the battlefield, the infantry firearm 
wat possessed af Kittle range or acetracy, Ac: 
cordingly, at Blenheim and Malplaquet, two 
of ‘the most bloody struggles of later times, 


losses on bath sides, out - of a total of about 
t§0,003 combatants, were, in the former en- | 
agement, 44,000 killed, wounded, and pri- 
soners, while the cost of driving the French 
from a strong position at Malplaquet was 20,000 
killed and wounded ‘out of a force of about 
90,000, 

Although in the larger armies of more modern: 
times losses have reached in many instances a 


had allowed some period of preparation fox the high figure, yet the percentage of slaughter, | 


sorrowful tidings. How, for instance, would 
this: generation face such losses as those of 
Crécy and Agincourt, Blenheim and Mal- 
plaquet, if they figured in our telegraphic 
reports to-day, when we regard with shrinking 
such casually lists as those of Colenso and 
Kin-chau? 

Partly the sentimentalism “at upto-date 
journalism, partly our own modern sensibility 
of nature, has disposed ts to regard any battle 
‘losses over a thousand as "terrible."" But the 
strange truth is the further that we go back in’ 
the history of war we shall notice an extra- 
ordinary increase in the proportion of losses ta. 
the numbers engaged, until we begin to realise 
that the longbow and clothyard shaft of our an- 
cestors were much more deadly weapons than 
the modern magazine rifle, with its diminutive 
bullet and high velocity. 

Such facts would doubtless have confounded 
M. Bloch, whose favourite contention it was 
that owing to the deadliness of mo’ern weap- 
ons war was rapidly becoming impossible. A 
closer study of history would have taught him 
that the discovery of gunpowder was in reality 
a beneficent invention which has enabled 
an armed struggle to be decided without the 
former necessity for prolonged close-quarter 
fighting and the deadly weapons of the mélée. 
Moreover, the abolition of the ponderous 
armour of the ancient warrior, together with 
the introduction of a lighter equipment, has 
synchronised with the growth of manoeuvring 
power and the assertion of superiority in the 
field by the application of successful tactics, 
and with the defeat by disorganization ‘of an 
eneiny's array in place of the heavy bludgeon- 
ing of former days. 

It cannot be charged that men are less 
courageous nowadays when they are called 
upon to face much more terrifying instruments 


has shown a remarkable decrease from the 
horrible figures of ancient battles and sieges, 
before the discovery of gunpowder « and the in. 
creasing perfection of firearms—paradoxical as 
it may appear~began ta diminish the butchery 
| which ° invariably attended the encounter of 
armed hosts in olden times, 

The explanation is that fighting i is now cat- 
tied.on at such a distance and in separate 
bodies of infinitely greater manceuvring power, 
that the. least ¢ctical advantage becomes 
instantly obvious, while the abandonment of 
armour and the ponderous weapons of the 
mélée ‘has endowed bodies of troops with" 
superior mobility, both in advance and retreat. 
In old days, when the effective range of the 
longbow was not more than eighteen to twenty 
score yards, a battle could only be decided by 
armies coming to close quarters at an carly 
stage of the ‘combat. The consequence was 
they became so intermingled that they could 
with difficulty be separated, and, indeed, the 
victor was often quite unable to feel assured of 
success until he found no'more of his opponents 
to slaughter, Moreover, it was much more 
difficult to make effective use of cover then 
than now, and the bowman of Agincourt was 
debarred from the use of his weapon in the 
prone position adopted by his successor the 
rifleman of to-day. 

The romance of war once sissociated with 
the gallantry of hauberk and helm and the 
glittering blazon of heraldry ts a fascinating re- 
gret at this distance of time. But, as we speak 


of the deadliness of scientific armaments and 
warfare, or shiver at the 1eporis of “terrible” 
losses in the field, it will be weil to remember 
that we are alirming ouselves quite unneces- 
sarily; and that our warrior ancestors went into 
action with far greater odds on their becoming 
dust and their good swords rust than does the 
soldier who goes up-to batile against the lead- 
pumping weapons of to-day,

Many betterclass refugees from Port Arthur 
arriving here left that place on the twenty-sixth, 
stale that there was terrific land fighting on the 
twenty-fifth, twenty-sixth and lwenty-seventh, 
It is believed that a general assautt on the city 
was being made by’ reason of the character of 
he fighting and advance. Chinese reports.are 
to the effect that the Japsnese inlended to 
issault Vort Arthur onthe twenty-sixth, ‘The 
refugees jiluced sufficient confidence. in these 
reports (0 induce arrangements being made 
for the departuie of the officials of .the Russo. 
Chines Bank among them; from their social 
status and intelligence, the opinions of these 
passeng-1s leave no doubt that an impurtant 
engagtient on the dates named took place, 
possibly deciding the Japanese to assault the 
city, They state that all pablie buildings at 
Port Arthur, including the hotel, were im 
pressed as hospitals.
